It has been said by some one,

strength, but his equal, his com¬ 
panion, in the responsibilities of 
home life; in intellectual pur¬ 
suits; in all avenues for doing 
good to perishing humanity; in 
love and affection.

In the beginning, the home was 
not complete without offspring 
There was, then,a world to be pop¬ 
ulated, hence the command, “Re 
fruitful, and multiply, and replen 
ish the earth.” Gen. 1:28. God 
placed the husband at the head of 
the home, and, a9 such, to be the 
watchful sentinel, the faithful pro¬ 
tector, the careful provider, the 
loving counselor, the strong, ten 
der companion of wife and chil¬ 
dren. Being the strduger, he 
should take the brunt of the 
storms of life, that those depend¬ 
ent upon him might be protected 
from their chilling blasts.

Many husbands think if they 
provide a comfortable home, With 
food and clothing, for the family, 
their duty is done, A husband 
csrtainiy ought to do all this, if he 
hah good' health, for the Word 
says, “If any provide not for his 
own, and especially for those of 
his own house (margin, “kindred,”] 
he hath denied the faith, and is 
worse than aw infldei.” It is right 
for & mail to provide for the tem- 
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The Blessing of Work. 

“Get work. Be sure' ’tis better far 
than what you work to get.” 

To be well occupied and interest¬ 
ed in one’s work brings happiness 
and contentment. I believe that 
the most contented people in the 
world are the busy people, those 
whose hands are daily full of help¬ 
ful, honest work, who, when their 
day’s work is ended, have the sat¬ 
isfied feeling that comes from 
time well ana profitable spent. 15 
To those who lack energy, who 
waste their time in dreamina - over 
work to he done, instead of going 
steadily about it, there must al¬ 
ways come more or less discon¬ 
tent, an unsatisfied feeling of work 
unaccomplished which, might have 
been done could the person only 
have shaken off his lethargy and 
gone about his duties with a deter¬ 
mination to conquer listlessness 
and inactivity, 

Ages ago it was written, “By 
much slothfulness the building de- 
cayeth; and through idleness of 
the hands the house droppeth 
through.” How truly Solomon's 
words may be applied to many of 
the present day. Why have we so 
many paupers? Why so much 
suffering, misery and crime? Why 
so many people out of work? 
Why? Because so many are either 
shiftless or inefficient or because 
they are too lazy or proud to take 
up work that may be waiting to be 
done, but instead are idly waiting 
for sothe soft, easy job, unheed¬ 
ing that plenty of honest hard 
work lies all around them.

MASSACHUSETTS NOTES 


My .first stopping place inFrank- 
. lin county was in the town of 
Charlemont, and front here as a 
center, I visited most of the other 
towns of the county. Charlemont, 
situated on the banks of the beau¬ 
tiful winding Deerfield river and 
on the line of the Fitchburg Rail¬ 
road, is a brisk, thrifty little place, 
There are a number of stores— 
this being a trading, center for 
several of the farming towns 
about—a big grist-mill and two or 
three other shops along the stream 
coming down from the. hills. 

Charlemont has quite a popu¬ 
lous village clustered about the 
three churches at the center, and 
crossing the Deerfield, one finds it 
a very lively place about the do 
pot. Here are enormous piles of 
sandy ore brought, down from the 
mines in Heath. 

To an outsider, Charlemont’s 
chief attraction, aside from its 
scenery, is the fact that the late 
Charles Dudley Warner spent his 
boyhood days here. It was here 
the now famous author hadt 
experiences he so charmingly de 
scribes in “Being a Boy.” The old 
house in which he lived si ill 
stands. It is separated from the 
highway by a steep, terraced yard 
and behind,-the hillside continues 
upward into pastures and woods 
A giant sycamore, at whose base 
is a rustic watering-trough, shad 
ows the place. It was under this 
tree that the first settlers of the 
town spent their first night. On 
the hill here is a monument mark 
ing the resting place of sojne of 
the setilers who were killed by 
Indians. A few rods southward'is 
the Deerfield ^.nd beyond, meadow 
land bordered by the big hills 
with here and there a narrow 
ravine cleaving their slopes, 
Among these hills lies the town 
of Hawley. “The edge of Hawley” 
has come to be a term expressive 
of all that is countrified and out of 
the world. There are several rea¬ 
sons for this. One is, that the 
settlements are all along the boun¬ 
dary line* and another is* that the 
eastern and western parts of the 
towns are high hills and are sep¬ 
arated by a deep ravine so that 
the land lies up edgewise as it 
were. Thirdly, the town is 
thought by some of its inhabl 
tants to be an out-of-the-way place, 
and they do not like to be consid 
ered residents of it, so they say 
that they “live just on the edge.’ 
The story is told that a man came 
to the tavern in Hawiey, long ago, 
and stayed and stayed, but did no 
Work and seemed to have no par¬ 
ticular business. The town folks 
could not understand the eircuni 
stances of his being there, so sent 
a delegation to talk with him bn 
the subject. • He finally consented 
to name a time When he would 
tell them his business. On the 
appointed night the delegation 
presented themselves and were 
thus enlightened: “Gentlemen, I 
am a criminal, I had my choice at 
the bar of justice, to be hung or 
to come to Hawley. I chose to 
come here, but I wish now that I 
had chosen to be hung.” 

One of the most attractive, yet 
wildest spots in the place is Moody 
Spring, People from ail about, 
come here to picnic, the chief at¬ 
traction being the purity of the 
water.

Ivory, it is said, can be made and kept 
white by washing it in soap and water 
and laying it while wet in sunshine. This 
should be repented, if there are discolor- 
ings, for Heveral days, Ivory carvings 
should be scrubbed with a brush. 

Glue may he made waterproof by first 
soaking it in water until it becomes soft, 
then melting it with gentle heat in lin¬ 
seed oil. Always remove the old surface 
of the wood before applying the glue. 
Use it as thin as you can and have it do 
good work aDd apply evenly and rapidlv.

Diet For the Stoat, 

A diet In which there is little sugar, 
less starch an3 a moderate amount of 
fat, if adopted gradually, diminishing 
first the sugar, then the starch, then 
the fat, will generally, with exercise, 
reduce the weight to the normal. Al¬ 
bumen, the principal .constituent of 
butcher’s meat, poultry, game, fish, 
eggs, etc,, from which nutriment foi 
the Support of the nervous and mus¬ 
cular tissues Is obtained, should form 
a large proportion of the dietary. 

Very little farinaceous food—wheat 
bread, rice, macaroni, arrowroot, cocoa, 
sago, bananas, potatoes) etc,—should 
be eaten. Gluten flour, which is not 
fattening, may be used for bread, and 
gluten macaroni may be obtained. Alm¬ 
ond flour Is excellent for puddings, 
etc. As a rule, all Vegetables which 
grow underground are fat forming, 
In green vegetables the starch has 
been converted Into chloropbyl, or 
coloring matter, and spinach, cauli¬ 
flower, water ereBS, Tettuee, tomatoes,' 
etc, should be eaten freely.—Harper’s 
Bazar,
